Paris, tb* "latter" of Ixuidcu — has 


carcfnlly investigated by numer- 


ous writers, -with very variant results. 


Its origin is difficult «o explain. 


Criminals, say many authors, have 
bnnd it. necessary to adopt a technical 
angnage for their own protection, that 
they may be able to converse in public 
without being understood. "They ha\e 
oeeu forced to do this and have made A 
language as sinister and as vile as them- 
•elves." This theory cannot be admit- 
ted. Certainly tbe argot is sinister and 
vile and thoroughly representative of 
the class that uses it, but further than 
this we cannot go. 


The theory that the use of this dialect 


is of any assistance to the criminal is 
inadmissible. Most policemen and all 
prison officers know this slang, some- 
times better than the thieves. To speak 
it in the hearing of a detective is to in- 
vite arrest; to speak it in the presence 
of the general public would arouse sus- 
picion and attract attention — two things 
•which aie especially to be avoided. 
Why, then, does it exist? Dr. Laurent 
of the Santo prison in Paris has given 
an explanation which has at least noth- 
ing to contradict it: The persons en 
gaged in every trade form a species o: 
dialect or technical phraseology which 
is epoken and understood only by them 
selves. Criminals, who practice a tradi 
as old as any, have gradually acquired 
a langnage more adapted to their wants 
more in keeping with their ideas am 
thoughts. Miserable, heartless, engagec 
in a perpetual struggle against moral 
ity, law and decency, they have ac- 
qnirea a language of debased words ai* 
cynical metaphors, a language of .ibbre 
viated expressions and obscene syno 
nyms.

ays, "The argot changes more iu ten 
years than the language does hi ten cen- 
•nriea." Thus in the last three years 
•here have been three different terms 
or watch—"super," ''thimble" and 
'yellow and white"'—each of which 
was in its turn the only one used. 


Every writer on the subject has no- 


ticed that the argot is rich in expres- 
sions to denote certain common actions. 
This is a pecliarity shared by all primi- 
tive languages, the only difference being 
in the selection of the common acts. 
Thus in Sanskrit there are nearly 100 
roots which express the idea of killing 
or wounding, without counting second- 
ary derivations. Some of these roots are 
•mbodied in our language today. In the 
dialect of the thieves there are nearly 
100 expressions to signify theft It was 
necessary for the pickpocket to describe 
the various pockets in a man's clothing 
and in a woman's dress. The average 
man does not often need to specify A 
particular pocket. When he does, he 
lays his hand on it to assist the poverty 
of his language. The thief has a sepa- 
rate name for each separate pocket. 


But in spite of this richness in syn- 


onyms, which is in itself a marked sign 
of degeneracy, for the tendency of a 
language is to eliminate its synonyms, 
giving to each a different shade of 
meaning, thp argot is a poor language. 
It has not a single expression for ab- 
stract emotion. To attempt to render a 
philosophic thought, a moral emotion, a 
synthetic or aesthetic idea into the dia- 
lect of the thief would be like attempt- 
ing to translate "electricity" or "steam 
engine'' into Latin, It is impossible be- 
cause the words do not exist. They are 
not needed. The criminal has no more 
conception of abstract emotion than a 
blind man has of color. 


A fact which does not seem to ally 


the argot to a primitive language is its 
ability to form additional words from 
its own resources, a power of self de- 
velopment which we find m the old 
Anglo-Saxon, and especially in the Ger- 
man of today. This trait is tbe more 
striking as it proms in direct coritiadic- 
tion to tho impotence of the English 
language in this respect. The EugU&l 
has little formative power. It relies on 
the Greek and Latin languages for tho 
extension of its -vocabulary.—A. T. B

How to JKMiTactara a 
autfiuifotg 


For S Cents. 


To makeamicroscope for a nictpl 


or less is a comparatively easy task 
«oad an interesting one. 
The first 


atep Js to bny some little hollow 
glaae balls with steins to them; they 
are used in the manufacture of arti- 
ficial flowers. As they are sold for 
a socg. buy several, ia order to have 
a choice — one that is free from 
scratches or bubbles. Make a tem- 
porary handle for the little glotrale 
T>y cutting a slit through the middle 
of a flat stick, about as thick as a 
match and four times as broad, In- 
eerting the stem of the little globe 
in the slit 


A candle and a cap of perfectly 


clean, boiled water are next needed. 
Hold the globe stem upward, about 
three inches above the candle, until 
it is very warm, then plunge it down- 
ward into the cup of water and hold 
it there for a few seconds, or until it 
is filled with water. Wipe the outside 
perfectly dry and hold the globe 
again over the candle until the water 
boila 


You must now plunge it once more 


~iato the cold water, when, if the 
water is boiling, the little apparatus 
becomes completely filled as it cools. 
If any air remain in the globe, re- 
peat the boiling an<l plunging into 
water. Then at onco fill up the end 
with "bocfevrajk and touch with seal-

When dry, 
iitarrt the lens in its plac*> and fio. it 
ia its poMtioe by a slight touch of 
gum hero and there. 


A u»-at hhp of cork should be gum- 


med into the slit formed for the m- 
sertioa of tho stem. Now the lens 
holder inu»t 
b»» nrt<xl with dia- 


phragms. Cut from a thin card- 
boani two circles the size of the ends 
of thu lens holder and cut from their 
centers holes about the size of apeu. 
Paint them black and glue them on 
each end of the lens holder. 


A ]iajK;r tubvj and glat«^ slide-;, for 


ute in examining the objects to ba 
magnified, are made by twisting pa- 
per into a tube, which is glued to 
the lens holder. About an eighth of 
an inch from one end of tho tube 
cut two slits, exactly opposite to 
each other, a quarter ot an inch in 
length and in breadth equal to the 
thickness of two of the slips of glass, 
which must be of the thinnest qual- 
ity, a quarter of an inch wide and 
an inch and a half long. 


After these laburs ore completed, 


behold, a little microscope which 
magnifies objects about 25 times! To 
examine a fly wing, for instance— 
and of course only very small ob- 
jects are adapted to this microscope 
•—put it on one of theglass slides,cov- 
ering it with the other, fastening 
the edges all around with sealing 
wax. Place the slide in the object 
holder so that the object is exactly 
opposite the hole in the diaphragm 
and hold the whole apparatus up to 
the light, slidit-g the object holder 
back and forth until distinct vision 
is obtained.—Eleanor Lexington in 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

York is an t<ip?ii=ive place ought to s« 
R> Pari*u There i* wo doubt iliai the 
pru-es of Xew York at first class places 
aio high, bur the New Yoik restaar- 
nili hare uot reached such expeitucss 
iu making out bills as they have iu 
Paris. Therefore it is not at all uncom- 
JBOU to notice an American with hi» 
wife going over his bill with the huir 
slowly rising upon his head. 


There are plenty of places in Paris 


where yon can get a dinner cheaper — 
the bouillons Duval, fcr example. These 
restaurants are sprinkled all over Paris, 
and they give you plain food very well 
cooked at a reasonable figure. But the 
average American generally goes to tho 
swell places, which are about 13 in 
number. There is the Cafe de Paris, 
Cnbat's, Chevillard'a, Durand's, Jo- 
seph's, the Bestaurant Larne, the Tour 
d'Argent, Maire's, Paillard's, the Mai- 
sou Boree. the Cafe Yoisln and tho Res- 
taurant Lucas, together with the Cafe 
AagJajs, the Lion d'Qr, Foyot's and 
SLwcjaery's, if you choose to include 
them, Tbe Cafe Anglais is no longer 
first class, the Lion d'Or has been closed, 
Foyot's is in the Latin quarter and 
Marquery's is only middle class. The 
b igbest priced places are Dnrand's, Pail- 
lard's end the Cafe Voisin, and these 
are ihe most frequented. Each year the 
restaurant frequented by the "swells"' 
changes. Two years ago it was Du- 
rand's, last year it was Paillard's and 
this year it is Voisin's. 


American? are generally disappointed 


in the appearance of thpse places be- 
cause tbay are frequently small and by 
no means gorgeous in their equipments 
They are all arranged in about the same 
way — a row of cushioned seats or di- 
vans running around tho wall, with ta- 
bles placed neic to them. The guests 
nearly always ensconce themselves on 
the seats nest to the wall and are served 
from the other side of the tables by tl\p 
waiters. Occasionally, when the place 
is crowded, people will a«-it themselves 
on the outside, but ordinarily they are 
found on only one side of the table. As 
for tho table linen, the china, the knives 
and forks, they are by no mean:, as fine 
as we find in many of tbe American 
hotels and restaurants. 
Tho cooking, 


hcwcver= is hard to excel. The reason 
that the Paris restaurants obtain such 
high prices is owing to their peculiarity 
of getting what they call primeurs. 
Their Paris epicurean guests pp«m to 
want to eat things out of season. For 
example, they are fond of serving you 
peas in January. Then, they will give 
you pheasants and birdnest soup and 
other exotic dishes. 


Here is a sample dinner and a very 


plain one for two at a Paris restaurant 
They charge you, by the way, 50 cen- 
times, or 10 cents, to sit down. There- 
lore for the two places, or converts, put 
down 1 franc: an aperitif, the substi- 
tute for our American cocktail, another 
franc; a bottle of ordinary white wine, 
8 francs; a bottle of ordinary burgundy, 
1 francs; a tureen of bouillon, another 
franc; a sole with nonnandy sauce, 8 
francs; a duckling with turnips and 
cream, 15 francs; asparagus with a de- 
licate sauce, 12 francs; ice cream tart, 
5 francs; coffee, half a franco ; liqueurs, 
1 franc; tip, half a franc; total, about 
60 francs, or about $13. 


The French have many ways of cook- 


ing eggs most deliciously. For exam- 
ple, eggs with shrimps, scrambled eggs 
with chicken gravy, and scrambled eggs 
with almost everything, much, better, 
you find, than in America. They also 
cook many things in covered saucepans 
which are most appetizing. Their sauce- 
pans are earthenware, of the kind, call- 
ed casseroles, and by keeping them cov- 
ered they can rook a chicken en casse- 
role which will make your month wa- 
ters The average American chicken is 
baked in an oven — although the cook 
thinks she is roasting it when she is 
only baking it — and, as a rule, it is dry 
and tasteless and unfit to eat. 


You can get a lunch, or what the 


French call a breakfast, at any of these 
restaurants, including a bottle of ordi- 
nary wine, butter, shrimps, eggs and 
mushrooms, chicken with artichoke 
hearts, strawberry tart, 
coffee 
and 


cheese for about 25 francs, say $5. But 
all of these bills that I am giving you 
are the dinners and breakfasts ordered 
hy people who are careful. The average 
American is apt to take things which 
are suggested to him by the waiter, and 
when he has eaten with his table com- 
panion say four dishes and finds that it 
costs $10 apiece it makes him very tired. 


If you will notice, I have put on the 


bills of faro above only ordinary wines. 
If you place yourself" iu the hands of 
the sommeiller, or wine steward, and 
tell him yonv/ant something very good, 
he will bring yon up an old cobwebby 
bottle of burgundy without any tag on 
it and will tell you that it is good 
So 


it is. It will generally coat you moro 
than champagne, and by the same token 
it is better than champagne. Amerif ans 
soon find oat tho places \vheTa they lurve 
good burgundy anil bordeaux, bat they 
have to pay for them. I would ach ise 
thfhe Americans always to trust m the 
sommeiller rather th.m attempt to find 
things themselves from tbo •vui.c li*t, 
bpcauso tlio wine list is mc;ini»gles.«. 
All it can toll you isviutiiRO and pi ices, 
and sometimes not, oven that. — I?.irw 
Cor.

A Surveying: Camera. 


A surveying camera, 
styled 
the 


Bridges-Lee instrument, is buiug intro- 
duced in England. It resembles an or- 
dinary camera, having a brass bound 
box with rapid rectilinear lens arid 
double backs, and the usual ground 
glass screen. The camera body tarns on 
a horizontal plate having a graduated 
rim, over which slides a vernier attach- 
ed to the camera for reading horizontal 
angles 
A clamping screw fixes tho 


camera body to the bottom plate, which 
plate is mounted on a tripod head pro- 
vided with leveling screws. On top of 
the camera box is fixed a rotating level 
and telescope mounted on a horizontal 
arm and fitted with a rack adjustment 
and scale, permitting vertical angles to 
be taken. This telescope has a vertical 
wire, which bisects tho picture on the 
ground glass screen, and is coplnnary 
with a second vertical wire m=ide thu 
camera. This wire ca°ts a shadow, 
•which is clearly discernible on the sensi- 
tive plate or film \vhen developed, and 
thus maak1? the center line of the pic- 
ture 
Behind this wire is a compass, 


mounted on a rack inside the camera, 
by means of which, when a photograph 
is to be taken, it can be moved back 
until it just fails to touch the plate. 
The graduation of the compass card is 
carried out on a vertical strip of trans- 
lucent material, through which tho 
light passes 10 the plate, thus photo- 
graphing thereon the compass bearing. 
A horizontal fiber is also placed msido 
the body of the camera, similar to the 
vertical one, which, when the instru- 
ment has been properly leveled, indi- 
cates the true horizon. — Engineering 
News.

Eagles which have to 
be Jelled while trying to capture them 
are valuable to tasidermists, who al- 
ways find aa easy market for u great 
stuffed eagle.

older. They'range among the mountains 
and Talleys iu pairs, their young never 
tallowing, but doing the best they cun. 
Che stern, unsocial tyranny, beginning 
•with the homeless and outcast eaglet, in 
continued in later years -with their 
mates. 


If the male bird be the stronger, tho 


most of the prey belongs to him, and he 
allows the female to eat a paltry share 
between fierce thrusts of his beak at her. 
If the female is the stronger (iind she 
generally is),' the male bird cowers and 
winces under many a fierce blow from 
his unfeeling wife, no matter how small 
the morsel he gets. Bnt -when danger 
threatens, no human pair can battle so 
fiercely for each other as can two eagles. 
The breeding season begins about March, 
and each male has bat one mate during 
his entire life. If the female is killed 
-,r captured, the surviving male becomes 
an eagle hermit and fiercer than ever. 


They are often seen near their nests 


together, and when the sun is shining 
take their majestic flights straight to- 
ward that great ball of fire until they 
disappear from sight. Sitting upon the 
mountain side, their vision is so keen 
that they can see, far down the valley, 
a sheep or young goat, a big turkey or 
rooster, a small pig, rabbit, or large 
bird, and almost iu the twinkling of an 
eye they do.=cend suddenly upon their 
victim. " Ono mighty grasp and a twist 
of their talons and tbe victim is dead, 
lone before tho eagle lays it down for a 
repast. An eagle can live two and three 
days, and even five days, upon a gorg- 
ing meal. They prey upon all sorts of 
large birds, fish, Iambs, kids and goats. 
Oftentimes,, when a l.irge calf or goat is 
to be attacked and carried off, forcr or 
six of them will unite and carry off the 
the carcass, when they will immediate- 
ly begin to fight it out to see which of 
them is entitled to tho choicest bits^ and 
it is truly a survival of the fittest in 
such combats as these. 


Eagles are captured by expert moun- 


taineers, who spy upon the parent bird 
building her nest and wait for the 
breeding season. After a due time they 
scale the mountains, and, well armed 
for the inevitable fight with the parent 
bii-ds, go to these mountain eyries. Of- 
tentimes four men are required to let 
one of them down a steep precipice or 
cliff, while two of them, dead shots 
with the rifle, shoot and kill the old 
birds upon their first approach, for it 
fares ill with the daring robber who at- 
tempts to Fccuro the young birds with 
none to protect bnt himsolf. In this way 
are many of the old birds killed for tho 
taxidermists or for feathers, while the 
eaglets aro borno away ar,d caged for a 
good "ale.—C5rn-im>nti Enquirer.

Oil has baen 
found running from the gas pipes 
and great pools hare in some places 
been found.

Indications are most flattering that 
the entire county from this city north 
will develop Into a great field. 


This was the greatest of the gas 


territory—In fact the Carver gusher 
Is within about two miles of what is 
considered the center and best of the 
gas territory. Oil men state that 
they are satisfied that this will be 
the greatest oil territory in time the 
world has ever known. They think 
that not only the 5,000 square miles 
of the original Indiana gas belt will 
be Included in it, but that oil will be 
found still further south and that 
Anderson will be about the central 
point.

It is still 
running well and the owners claim 
that It is now turning out 300 bar- 
rels per day. Other oil men, how- 
ever, discredit the statement and 
some place it at half that amount. 
At any rate it Is still a good well and 
ID holding up in remarkably good 
style.
